It is declared iXat- by swallowing 
capsules conttining a virus, the walls 
of the stomach are immediately vac- 
cinauted, It is believed that this man- 
ner of fighting such diseases as ty- 
phoid is much more eMeacious than in- 
Jections. ’ 

Among other which it fs 
claimed may be combated by swallow- 
ing various capsules are pleurtsy, 
laryngitis, anthrax and pyorrhoea. 

The fundamental idea of the treat- 
ment is that there should be a virus 
for each particular organ of the body 
which would be affected by the con- 
traction of a disease,

Great Damage Is 
Caused By Earthquake 


Most of Countries Bordering On 
Eastern Mediteranean Effected 

London,—The great earthquake 
which embraced Italy and most of the 
countries bordering on the Eastern 
Mediterranean, was much more wide- 
spread than first reports indicated. It 
extended as far as the East Indies, 
heavy shocks being experienced at 
Singapore and Central Sumatra. 

Thus far the reports do not indicate 
any serlous casualties in Crete, which 
appears to have been the centre of the 
disturbances, nobody was killed and 
only a few were injured, 

Advices received from Rome indl- 
cate that the Island of Rhodes, which 
is under Italian sovereignty, suffered 
very heavy shocks, numerous vil- 
lages being partially wrecked, and 
thousands of small houses razed, but 
even there the loss of life or injury to 
the inhabitants seems to have been 
slight. 

Latest advices from Crete confirm 
that the damage to the archaeological 
museum at Candia was extremely 
serious, among the many antiquities 
destroyed being a mural painting rep-
